  Alcoholic	
  Beverage	
  
Code.	
  While	
  excise	
  officers	
  have	
  the	
  authority	
  to	
  enforce	
  any	
  state	
  law,	
  they	
  focus	
  primarily	
  on	
  alcohol,	
  
tobacco	
  and	
  related	
  laws.
